LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS, COLUMBUS, OHIO. U. S. A. 
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By-products of Spring Cleaning 


JHE other week we exhumed—and that’s the right word—a large 
carton of old philatelic periodicals and pricelists from the depths 
of a closet where spring house cleaning had not extended the past 
few years. The assortment was varied and full of surprises in 
almost forgotten episodes and trends in the hobby. Near the top 
of the dusty accumulation was a 1914 edition of the late Francois 
Fournier’s pricelist brazenly offering hundreds of his facsimiles. 
man even bragged therein of the medals awarded his firm at various 
European fairs and exhibitions. For many years, as older collectors will recall, 
Fournier flooded philately from his Swiss manufactory. Other pricelists indicated 
the forgotten accumulator of this miscellany had received mail of a wide variety. 
There were the “Bi-Monthly Journals” for which H. E. Harris was once so well 
known, lists of that firm known to every Junior of an earlier generation: The 
C. E. Hussman Stamp Co, and Number Two of the Uptown Stamp Co.’s Bulletin. 
The latter, dated January 1925 and offering such items as blocks of 3c Victory 
and 16 1918 airs at 20c and $1 respectively. Friend Stryker could have a dandy 
auction today with the same material so casually offered then.

The older collectors can recall when Chinese Treaty Ports had their last 
fling at Philately’s fickle appetite, the miniature paper-covered Scott Catalog of 
Locals which lumped together in its few pages the oddly assorted U. S. Locals, 
Chinese Treaty Ports and Philippine Aguinaldos. The 1912 and 1914 editions 
of this forgotten catalog lay between the somewhat more familiar red-cover priced 
auction catalogs of Eugene Klein. The prices recorded would only make you feel 
hadn’t been among the successful bidders then, won’t taunt 
you with what in 1941 seem give-away prices, but which in 1927 were probably 
reckoned as being high realizations,

The numerous short-lived philatelic periodicals as represented at most usually 
by two or three copies remind that more journals have been started for this 
hobby than any other and that most died quickly. Our Bureau of Statistics (its 
under direction of the bearded gent dipicted in The Answer Is) advises that 
LWSN by reaching the age of 12 has outlived the average philatelic periodical by 
11 years and 7 months, The Bureau was hesitant about that particular bit of 
statistics as some of its staff veered toward making the figure 11 years and 11 
months. 


A file of Scott’s Monthly Journal of the 1920s decade showed it to be just 
as informative then as now. Kent B. Stiles was providing, as he still does, much 
of the background data on new issues, John N. Luff was the big shot and Hugh 
M. Clark was writing letters apparently to John N. with suggestions, one of 
these epistles being printed around 1922 or so. 


We suppose more than one serious attempt at spring house cleaning has 
bogged down when the stamp collector of the house stumbled on such a for- 
gotten accumulation as the above. It is not unlikely that more ancient philatelic 
literature has been read in attics and basements than in any library. Which after 
all is perfectly proper, for a dusty attic provides just the right sort of philatelic 
atmosphere to lean back in that wornout easy chair and read of finds of other 
days, alas always in OTHER attics.

Dies and Plates Escape 





Despite the fact that stamp printing plants 
in England were reported damaged seriously 
in the first great fire blitz attack, the P4il- 
atelic Trader of London states that all re- 
ports of loss or damage to plates and dies 
are unfounded as these escaped damage. 
Therefore there will be no new issues caused 
by such destruction. It is impossible to en- 
grave a new die exactly duplicating a de- 
stroyed one. New plates are easily made as 
long as original die is intact. 

The provisionals from Bahamas, Bermuda, 
Ceylon, etc. are occasioned by local shortages 
of stamps or delays in arrival of new sup- 
plies occasioned by loss at sea of stamp ship- 
ments.

348,000 Bermuda Provisionals 





A market note in the Philatelic Magazine 
indicates that the excessive speculation in the 
Bermuda %d on 1d provisional was unwar- 
ranted. 5,800 sheets of 60, or a total of 
348,000 stamps were issued between the first 
day, December 20 and January 21 when the 
stamps were withdrawn. The stamp had as 
its principal intended use the prepayment of 
the rate on local Christmas cards, a mail 
that increased heavily due to the presence of 
a reputed 700 censors brought to the island 
to examine U. S. mails which are turned 
over for examination by American shippers 
and postal authorities ever since the first 
were obtained at bayonet point from a Clip- 
per. The %d had no use on ordinary mail as 
higher denomination stamps were plentiful. 


Cacheteers, Attention

General Government Of Poland 





Philatelists curious as to the workings of 
the General Government of Poland which is- 
sues sO many postage stamps would be in- 
terested in an article “The ‘Master Race’ in 
Action” which appeared in the April 27th 
New York Times Magazine, This is the part 
of Poland which was not incorporated as an 
outright part of the Reich, but was*intended 
to be an affiliated state much as Slovakia is. 
The Poles refused offers of puppet status, so 
the present unique government is the result. 
Germans staff the postal service except for 
minor positions, and the postage stamps are 
German creations, Since nothing is permitted 
to be published or discussed in regard to the 
former Polish state, Polish history etc. the 
stamps of the republic would be under sus- 
picion. The works ot Sienkowicz, who was de- 
picted on a Polish stamp, have been banned. 
Wawel Castle at Cracow, a national shrine, 
has become a part of the barracks of the 
German officers. Other places and scenes re- 
called by Polish stamps have been similarly 
affected. 


@ The first inter-American postal conference 
took place in Bogota, Colombia (New Gran- 
ada) im 1838 and was attended by represent- 
atives of Colombia, Venezuela and Ecuador 
who drew up a convention which was rati-

In several issues in the immediate past you 
have printed the expressions of some of your 
readers on the subject of removing the gum 
from unused U. S. 

Along this same line of thought let me 
mention that in many collections we find 
both the gummed and ungummed “Farleys.” 
In my own collection after just this short 
time there is some difference in the appear- 
ance of these two types. Perhaps in other 
collections there is not yet any noticeable dif- 
ference. However, if in such a short time it 
makes a difference, I think it high time to 
take steps to prevent any deterioration in 
other stock.

“U. S. Notes” Editor, 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News. 
Sir: 

In connection with the additional matter 
anent the “F” plate numbers supplied by W. 
C. Witte of Trenton, N. J. as given in your 
column in the last issue of Linn’s may I, 
in the interest of accuracy, make the fol- 
lowing explanation? 

Under the supervision of Mr. Frank Martie 
of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
printing plates which have become softened 
by constant use are hardened by heat-treat- 
ing the plates to a predetermined hardness. 
Mr. Martie tests the plate with a Scleroscope, 
not “to see that the treatment has shortened 
the steel plate no no more than .02 of an 
inch in the direction of the grain,” but to 
see that the plate has the required hardness. 

A Scleroscope is a device for measuring 
the hardness of the plate only. If it becomes 
necessary to determine any loss in length of 
the plate this must be done by any of the 
common instruments for measurement of 
length such as a footrule, vernier calipers, or 
similar instruments. 

Now that we know definitely the signi- 
ficance of the “F” in front of plate num- 
bers the above explanation may clarify the 
entire matter for those whose interest goes 
further into the matter and who are inter- 
ested in the heat-treating and subsequent 
testing of the printing plates.

With new changes in colors on the vari- 
ous British Colonies to-date there will be 
a few sleepers among the replaced items.

The plate number collectors of U. S. 
stamps are buying the Defense Savings 
stamps for their collections, as these stamps 
were assigned current numbers by the Bu- 
reau of Engraving. At various post offices, 
I have been told that many people have 
purchased the plate blox. One clerk showed 
me 10 full sheets of the 25c stamp with just 
the plate block gone. A plate block on the 
$5.00 value has a face of $30.00, this being 


the only value printed by flat plate proc- 
ess. 
Incidentally many collectors used these 


stamps on covers. As a result they have May 
1, 1941., postmarks, which is the first day 
of issue. Some of the local clubs are trying 
to get a movement under way to have these 
Defense stamps declared valid for postal duty 
thereby securing recognition for them as 
postage stamps. 


Well, the first portion of the Edward S. 
Knapp collection was put on sale this week, 
3,100 lots will go in 11 sessions, held aft- 
ernoons and evenings with a single session 
on the sixth day.

the man what he was going to do with that 
stuff, and the reply was that it was rubbish 
to be taken to the dump. He finally der- 
suaded the man to sell it to him at 2s6d a 
bag, and when he examined his nine bags 
of rubbish, he found the nucleus of his pres- 
ent collection. One example of a letter stamp 
found in the bags brought £21 at a recent 
auction in London. The collection includes a 
a complete set of Cape Triangles and letters 
to Van Rieback and other Cape commanders 
and governors. The collection recalls the 
early letters of South Africa when the re- 
ceiver of a letter had to pay the postage. 
There is a complete set of stamps used dur- 
ing the Mafeking siege and complete collec- 
tions of the stamps used during the Dutch 
and subsequent English Occupation of Vry- 
burg. Also of interest are theearly revenue 
stamps some of which are on addressed envel- 
opes. 

Mr. Jurgens and his daughter the late Miss 
Barbara Jurgens have worked for years on 
this collection, and it is a complete philatelic 
record of Cape postage from 1792 to Union 
and is said to be the only complete record of 
a country’s postal history.

British Empire Forecasts 





The KenMore Kollector reports additional 
changes in British Empire issues are in the 
offing. Australia, despite predictions, has re- 
tained its postal rates at same levels, so only 
new stamp expected is a 2 shilling to com- 
plete the present series. Others, some of 
which may have reached our readers by this 
time, include these changes: Bahamas 1d, 2d 
and 3d color changes; Barbados 1d color 
change; Bermuda 2% d color change; India 
postage rate increased internally from 1 anna 
to 1% annas and Empire from 2%a to 3%a 
and changes in air rates and Burma in pro- 
portion. 

Iraq, though nominally an independent 
kingdom, had a series of 18 values under or- 
der and expected at any time. These were to 
replace the current series depicting the late 
King Ghazi. The current warfare in the 
country will probably affect this issue, de- 
pending on which side is successful, as the 
stamps were being printed in England. 


@ A patron of the Italian post office was 
arrested in 1904 for using forged stamps, 
which was proven. Investigation showed he 
had purchased the stamps at the post office 
and eventually it was learned that for several 
months an official had sold them without de-

New Program Time For 
Tulsa Stamp Broadcast 


A new summer program time for ‘Postage 
Stamp Adventures,” the popular stamp col- 
lector’s quarter-hour will be from 5:15-5:30 
P. M. each Sunday afternoon on radio sta- 
tion KVOO (1170 Key.) Tulsa, Oklahoma, 
it is announced by Eddie Coontz, the sta- 
tion’s program director, 

The KVOO stamp program has been heard 


continuously by listeners throughout the 
southwest and central states since it first 


went on the air as a station sustaining fea- 
ture in January 1939. Now in its third year 
of continuous weekly broadcast, the program 
is conducted regularly by the KVOO Stamp 
Man, an anonymous radio personality. 

The Stamp Man’s stories are built around 
the adventure, romance and dramas of the 
pictures revealed on stamps. The progress of 
the World War as it ties m with the postage 
stamp issues of the nations affected, new is- 
sue news, interviews with prominent collec- 
tors, and a weekly biography of one of the 
characters portrayed on the Famous Ameri- 
can series, have been late features.

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Rene Fonck Covers Found 


Twelve covers, grim reminders of the first 
attempt at non-stop flight between New York 
and Paris, have just been acquired by Nor- 
man Serphos, president of the Scott Stamp 
and Coin Co., Inc. Unknown to collectors 
for fourteen years, these souvenirs of Captain 
Rene Fonck’s disastrous adventure had been 
in the keeping of the Coroner of Mineola 
County, L. I., from September, 1926, until 
late in 1940. 

In 1926, long distance flights were, liter- 
ally, in the air, and one of the great goals 
was a non-stop New York to Paris flight. 
Raymond Orteig, sportsman and proprietor 
of the Lafayette and Brevoort hotels in New 
York, had offered a prize of $25,000 for 
the first successful effort. 

Captain Fonck, world war ace and famous 
flyer secured the necessary backing and, with 
a crew of three, Lieutenant Lawrence W. Cur- 
tain of Washington, co-pilot, Jacob Islia- 
moff, mechanic and Charles Clavier, radio 
operator, prepared to take off from Roosevelt 
Field early in the morning of September 21, 
1926. 

The Sikorsky plane carried 2,380 gallons 
of gasoline. The plane left the ground, set- 
tled, crashed and burst into flames, Fonck 
and Curtain escaped but Isliamoff and Clavier 
were caught in the blazing fuselage and per- 
ished. 

Only twelve covers, some stamped, others 
not, were carried. The stamped covers were 
cancelled at Westbury, L. I., September 15th. 
All of these, some with the edges burned, 
were found in Clavier’s wallet and impounded 
by the Coroner. They were not seen again 
until November 9, 1940, when they were 
sold in an auction sale of unclaimed coro- 
ner’s deposits in the Mineola Police Build- 
ing. The covers, and Claviers’ passport, also 
in the wallet, were bought by Maurice Co- 
hen, who sold them to Mr. Serphos. 

One unstamped envelope, addressed to Mr. 
Robert E. Blum of the Paris office of Abra- 
ham and Straus, contained a letter stating 
that the covers were being stowed away “In 
the pockets of one of the crew of the trans- 
atlantic flight—Charles Clavier, the radio 
operator.”

1838 Sydney Stamp 





A detailed account of the Sydney, New 
South Wales embossed postage stamp of 1838 
is given by Dr. H, E. Radasch in the April 
Collectors Club Philatelist. Little has been 
written about this stamp which was embossed 
in a colorless impression on letter sheets and 
sold to the public in that manner for a 
number of years commencing in 1838; for 
local use only, The stamp continued in use 
until appearance of the Sydney View adhe- 
sives in 1850 and remainders withdrawn in 
1852, says Dr. Radasch. The article illustrates 
what must have been the commonest use of 
the stamp, it being embossed on private en- 
velopes handed in by mailers at the post of- 
fice, Despite the apparent considerable use, 
few copies are known today. As mentioned 
in an article some months ago in LINN’S 
the 50th anniversary of the stamp was com- 
memorated by a postal card issued by New
